Acknowledgment is made of the receipt and entry of the amendment filed on 
November 28, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-9 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Greg Lefkowitz on January 22, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows:

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The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the invention is distinguishable over the prior art by disclosing a cosmetic 
preparation comprising a liposome-free bioactive mixture of plants having an alcohol 
base, which consists of a claim-designated percentage amount of an extract obtained 
from green coffee beans, a claim-designated percentage amount of an extract obtained 
from the leaves of Camellia sinensis, a claim-designated percentage amount of an 
extract obtained from Pongamia pinnata, a claim-designated percentage amount of an 
extract obtained from the roots of Angelica archangelica, and a monovalent C2-C5 
alcohol making up the remainder up to 100% by weight, wherein the radical protection 
factor ranges between 1400 and 2900 x 10 14 radicals per milligram (gm) and wherein 
the aforesaid concentrations are relative to the total weight of the cosmetic preparation. 

The closest prior art to the invention is taught by Golz-Berner et al. (N1 , WO 
01/2661 7 and N2, WO 99/66881 ). In WO 01/2661 7, Golz-Berner et al. teach cosmetic 
preparations which contain active substance preparations with a high radical protection 
factor. The active substance preparations contain extracts of tea leaves (Camellia 
sinensis), green coffee beans and Pongamia pinnata (see example 2; page 17, lines 12 
and 13 and page 6, lines 2-10). An extract of Angelica archangelica roots may also be 
included. The active substance preparations contain phospholipids, which form 
associations with the active substance complexes (see claims 1 and 9). In WO 
99/66881 , Golz-Berner et al. teach cosmetic preparations which contain active 
substance preparations that have a high radical protection factor and contain 
extracts of tea leaves (camellia sinensis), green coffee beans, Pongamia pinnata and

Angelica archangelica roots. The active substance preparations contain phospholipids, 
which form associations with the active substance complexes {see claims 1 and 12; 
page 15, line 35 -page 16, line 10; and example 6). Unlike the present invention, the 
phospholipids in the preparations taught by N1 and N2 are essential to the stability of 
the radical protection factor of the mixtures. Thus, Applicant's invention distinguishes 
over the prior art by disclosing compositions based on extracts of green coffee beans, 
leaves of Camellia sinensis, and Pongamia pinnata and Angelica archangelica, which 
are prepared without using liposomes and which have a stable radical protection factor, 
as well as a high radical protection factor.
